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Selectmen sidestep deferral issue

The ball is now in the School 
Committee's Court. Wilmington 
Selectmen on Monday lobbed the 
newly-enacted teachers’ salary de- 
ferral plan back into the School 
Committee's hands for action at 
Wednesday night's meeting. 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
postpone their decision on whe- 
ther or not to put the plan into 
effect in Wilmington until the 
October 15 deadline. If the plan is 
approved, the current $614,000 
deficit in Wilmington's FY 1992 
budget will be reduced to $82,000 
and the remaining $532,000, the 
actual amount of salaries which 
would be deferred, would be paid 
out of the FY1993 budget. If the 
plan is not put into effect for this 
year, the town will have to cut 
another $614,000 from the 
municipal and school budgets. 

The board's action now forces 
the School Committee to make a 
decision on approving the pro- 
posed successor contract without 
benefit of the selectmen's decision. 
In a memo, Supt. William Fay had

apparently tied approval of the 
contract to approval of the de- 
ferral plan because of fiscal 
constraints. The contract decision 
will be made at Wednesday night's 
School Committee meeting. 

According to) both town and 
school officials, deferring tea- 
chers' June salaries into July will 
not save the town any money. The 
only advantage would be to buy 
time until the state's budget and 
local aid picture becomes more 
promising. Town Manager Mi- 
chael Caira said though that carly 
forecasts indicate Wilmington 
could have a shortfall ds high as 
$1.6 million next year. 

Others opposed Fay. Most out- 
spoken were Commitfeemen Peg- 
gy Kane and Dr. Shirley Callan. 

Kane opposed both the deferral 
plan and the new contract sup- 
ported by a majority of her board. 
She claimed the contract would 
cost the school system $2 million 
in raises over the three-year life 
of the agreement, Kane also 
disagreed with Fay's contention 
that the quality of education would

be lowered with more bodget cuts. 

“What happens in the classroom 
between the teacher and the 
student is what provides quality 
education,” she said. 

Dr. Callan also targeted the 
proposed raises. She said the 
proposed contract and deferred 
salaries would spell "nothing short 
of disaster for this town." When 
Dr. Callan called Fay's current 
salary into question, Fay said her 
figure of $87,000 was wrong and 
both he and Wilmington teachers 
would be willing to sacrifice 
raises if necessary to keep the 
town "afloat." 

Committeeman Andrea Paglia 
compared the state's deferral plan 
to applying a Band-Aid to an 
amputation. "We're still going to 
be bleeding,” she said, 

Fincom members Walter Kamin- 
ski and Chairman Paul Pallizolo 
joined several selectmen in saying 
they oppose the plan if it's/tied to 
the teachers’ contract. Kaminski 
claimed the contract was "far too 
generous." Selectman Mark Hal-

Reps pledge help on local aid

Promising that local aid will 
remain a priority with him, State 
Rep. James Miceli told Wilmington 
selectmen Monday he felt state 
legislators may have dropped the 
ball by not taking more than a 
voice vote on the issue. 

"I didn't feel we fought hard 
enough,” he said adding the only 
way there will be an increase in aid 
next year is if momentum builds in 
the House and Senate and lobbyists 
from the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association are more aggressive in 
their fight. 

Fellow representatives Marianne 
Brenton and Robert Krekorian also 
pledged their support in seeking 
more aid for cities and towns 
providing there is a surplus of 
revenues, Krekorian pointed out 
that during the local aid debate he 
offered an amendment that would 
have returned up to one million 
dollars to municipalities. That 
amendment lost by seven votes, he 
said. Brenton said right now there 
are no extra funds to give to towns 
and, Unlike Miceli, she saw no 
surplus monies in the year ahead. 
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But, she added, the state does have 
a balanced budget which was cut 
5.2 percent for the first time in 20 
years and Massachusetts is satis- 
fying Wall Street so its bond rating 
doesn't fall further. 

All three representatives were 
present at Monday's meeting at the 
invitation of selectmen to update 
the board on several issues. Those 
included the salary deferral plan, 
the tax overlay provision, the lack 
of state control over agencies like 
the Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA), proposed re- 
form of the special needs Chapter 
766 law, the Industriplex Inter- 
change, and pro-choice legislation. 

The plan to defer teachers’ 
salaries for one month received the 
support of the three legislators to 
give selectmen an option in this 
tight fiscal year. 

"If it will tide you over maybe it's 
worth doing,” said Brenton. 

Krekorian said while he supports 
the plan to help the board and town 
manage their finances, personally 
he felt it was a bad idea because it 
crates a debt obligation. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
asked if the legislature will 
overturn Governor William 
Weld's veto of the tax overlay 
exclusion. He explained the town's 
budget is based on the passage of 
the overlay provision. Without it, 
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the towns are in a "precarious" 
position and Wilmington faces a 
deficit of $614,000 in this year's 
budget, Caira said. 

"I don’t think that will ever see 
the light of day. I don't think you 
will see it come up for a vote," said 
Miceli, explaining the governor 
sees it as an increase in taxes. Kre- 
korian said he supports the gover- 
nor because the language in the 
provision changed and it became an 
"unequivocal tax increase.” 

Seleétman Chester Bruce and 
fellow selectman Robert Cain 
targeted the lack of control over 
state agencies, especially the 
MWRA. 

"There's a lot of fat in the 
system" said Bruce adding that the 
MWRA is the “worst outfit 
created." 

"It appears there's no control 
over authorities," said Cain. He 
went on to explain it disturbed him 
that some MWRA funds are not 
going toward the cleanup of Boston 
Harbor. 

Brenton informed scicctmen 
there are several bills proposed to 
get a handle on the stage agencies 
like the MWRA. Miceli said there 
was more support than ever before 
to gain tighter control over the 
agencies. 

All three legislators admitted the 
language in the state law covering 
special needs in public schools is 
too lose and leads to abuse. 

"We must change the language 
because it's beyond the normal, 
necessary use," said Brenton. She 
explained Massachusetts has the 
highest percentage of special needs 
students and allows too many costly 
out of town placements. Both 
Miceli and Krekorian said there is 
a reform effort underway to put 
tighter language in Chapter 766 
and give towns more flexibility to 
form an in-town program. 


board's concern, said he too was 
concerned that the raises of five 
percent in the first year, five 
percent in the second year and a 
total of eight percent in the last 
year would set the "tone" of fu- 
ture bargaining sessions in town. 
He asked if the WTA would be 
willing to take no salary increase 
this year as was agreed to by 
municipal unions. Fay reminded 
him the teachers’ union took two 
votes agreeing to give up five 
percent of this year's salary 
increase. He pointed out while 
new contracts were negotiated this 
summer for town unions, the 
teachers’ union still has another 
year to go on its contract. 

Both selectmen Bob Cain and 
Chester Bruce pointed to the 
impact of deferral and the new 
contract on the taxpayers. 

“What I'm looking at is a heck 
of an increase for taxpayers,” said 
Bruce. He suggested raises should 
only be given when the money is 
available. 

After much discussion, select- 
men agreed to follow a recom- 
mendation by Town Counsel and 
School Attomey Alan Altman to 
take issue under advisement until 
the school board makes a decision 
on deferment and the proposed 
contract. Kane asked selectmen to 
consider the ramifications if the 
new contract is approved but 
selectmen reject the deferral plan. 
There was no further discussion 
except for a four to one vote 
backing the Shawsheen Tech's 
decision to reject deferral for the 
Regional Vocational School. Hal- 
dane was the lone dissenter. 
Wilmington joins the towns of 
Billerica, Bedford and Burlington 
in supporting the Tech School 
Committee in its action.

Dog banned after 
attack on horse

A female dog was banned from 
town Monday and a companion 
male animal ordered restrained 
following a recent attack on a 
miniature horse. The Wilmington 
Board of Health issued its decision 
to owners John Eldredge and 
Kelly Welch of Hopkins Street 
following testimony from Animal 
Control Officer Ellen Davis and 
the horse's owner Dotty Fox. 

The incident took place Sunday, 
September 29. According to Fox, 
the dogs got loose from the 
Eldredge home adjacent to her 
property and “came after" her 
miniature horse Apache. The 
horse was bitten on his back and 
legs and hind quarters. 

"The next day the little horse 
couldn't even walk," Fox told the 
board. She also stated she had 
chased the dogs away a week 
earlier and had previously had 
trouble with another animal, a 
German Shepherd, kept by 
Eldredge. 

Davis concurred that the dogs, 
which are a mix of rottweiler and 
German shepherd, had displayed a 
"pack mentality" and gone after 
the horse. She said both she and 
police officer Chip Bruce had 
trouble restraining the female 
when they were called to the 
home. Davis claimed the dog kept 
backing up. Fox said the dog wa 
"going nuts.” 

“It appeared that nobody in the 
house had control over them," 
Davis said, adding they were 
finally able to bring the female to 
the car using an extended pole. 
A tearful Welch told the board 
her animal was only frightened 
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and immediately backed into a 
corner. She claimed when the 
collar was placed on the dog, she 
“passed out cold" and was dragged 
to the car, D: denied the 
allegation. Eldredge said part of 
the reason for the dog's behavior 
is that neither. dog, both of whom 
are six months old, has been 
trained to a leash. 

"You cannot walk those dogs 
down the street,” he said. He went 
on to say that another dog came in 
the yard and “riled” the animals 
up which led to the subsequent 
incident. 

"These dogs have proven they 
can attack things. We can't take a 
chance," said Chairman Jim Fico 
ciello as he recommended remo- 
ving the female and confining the 
male. The board unanimously 
went along with the recommenda- 
tion. Ficociello warned that the 
board will order the male 
removed from -town also if there's 
another incident. Both dogs had 
been quarantined until today 
(Wednesday).

Few changes in 
new postal operation 


Other than an empty parking lot, 
no changes will be evident to the 
average Wilmington postal custo- 
mer on Tuesday. 

But there will be big doings at the 
local post office next week. Postal 
carriers will be working out of the 
Washington Street facility in East 
Woburn. Postmaster Jake Quinn 
will still be in charge of the 
Wilmington, Post Office and the 
Wilmington carriers. but.he will 
have to split his time between two 
buildings, 

In Woburn, the Wilmington car- 
riers will be receiving their mail 
from a $2 million sorting ma- 
chine, which will be handling the 
mail for Wilmington, Woburn, 
Reading, Winchester Burlington 
and Lynnfield. The carriers will be 
doing the same routes they have 
been doing, and the schedules they 
ran before will remain nearly the 
same, 

Wilmington postal customers will 
notice more parking spaces 
available at the post office, as the 


carriers will be parking their cars 
and all the mail trucks in Woburn, 
Window hours at the Wil- 
mington Post Office will remain 
Monday through Friday 8 a.m, - 5 
p.m. Saturdays 8 a.m. - 12 noon, 
The box section will be open 7 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. on weekdays and 7:00 
a.m. - 3:30 p.m. on Saturdays. 
Certified letters, parcels and 
C.O.D.s will be available for pick 
up at the Wilmington Post Office 
after 9:00 a.m. the day after the 
notice is received. Certified letters 
will stay in Wilmington for 15 days 
before being returned to the sender, 
Parcels and C.O.D.'s will stay 30 
days. A second notice will be de- 
livered to the home after five days. 
To stop mail delivery to the home 
for vacation or any other period of 
time a customer must go to the 
Wilmington Post Office. 
Companies which were picking up 
sacked mail at the Wilmington Post 
Office may continue doing so.

Fines to be issued for 
illegal waste system

The Wilmington Board of Health 
indicated Monday it is prepared to 
issue a $20 a day fine to a Jacquith 
Road resident for allegedly in- 
stalling an illegal underground 
waste drainage system and a 
homemade leeching field on her 
property. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
told his board he.sent two letters 
to Christine Otten Martell asking 
her to comply with local regula- 
tions or face fines or court action. 
To date, he said, he had no 


compliance. Martell's attorney 
Borris Kleiner asked the board 
for a copy of Erickson's report to 
review so he can best advise his 
client, The board agreed to the 
request but warned that their 
regulations need to be enforced. 
"This is long-standing, we've 
been more than patient. It is a 
violation," said Chairman Jim 
Ficociello referring to the fact 
that Erickson's first letter of 
warning was mailed in June. 
Ficociello said Martell will have 
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to remove the drainage system and 
hook her washing machine back 
up to the septic system. 

Kleiner noted that Martell may 
not have the funds to comply. 

"Right now this girl doesn't have 
a sou; there's no income there," he 
said. 

Martell was ordered last month 
by a judge magistrate in Woburn 
Court to cease and desist from 
operating a kennel at her house. 
She had been advertising and 
selling puppies of several different 
breeds.

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Health board pursues 
_-- odor complaints

In an update before the Wil- 
mington Board of Health Monday, 
officials from Raffi and Swanson 
said they are not only addressing 
long and short term goals but going 
step by step to abate an ongoing 
odor problem at the Eames Street 
plant. 

Company President James Raffi 
said, following meetings with their 
consultant, several steps were taken 
to try to control the odor. These 
included dismantling ducts to 
prevent leaks, increasing the flow 
of scrubber liquid to the circulator 
pump, and changing the piping 
system, 

Health officials reiterated their 
concern for neighbors and people 
in the vicinity. 

"It's beyond a nuisance. It's 
actually affecting public health," 
maintained Health Director Greg 


Erickson. He said he had had 
reports of headaches and vomitung 
as a result of the strong odor in 
south Wilmington. Erickson noted 
that citations of $300 each have or 
will be issued to the firm for 
separate incidents in the past two 
months. 

Company Vice President Walter 
Greeley questioned the wording of 
the regulation. He asked if paying 
the fine would be an admission that 
the company is releasing harmful 
chemicals into the environment. 
The board noted the regulation 
affords some leeway by saying that 
whatever is being released "may" 
be harmful to public health. 
Greeley “informed the board 
another consultant had been hired 
to look at alternate solutions. 

“I think we're showing progress 
and responsibility. Let's continue 
on," said board Chairman Jim 
Ficociello.

Fay under fire

Though the topic under discussion at the Wilmington sclectmen's 
mecting was the state's salary deferral plan, most of the attention 
seemed to be focused — unfairly —on Supt. of Schools Bill Fay. 
While it's hardly unusual for the school committec to air its dirty 
laundry in public, it is unusual to see such passion and anger direc- 
ted at Mr. Fay for merely trying to keep the school system afloat 
and for bringing back some committed, experienced teachers. 

It is obvious the school committee is a divided board, All seven 
individuals who serve on it are well spoken and not afraid to 
claborate on their views. Two of the members, Peggy Kane and 
Dr. Shirley Callan, and to a lesser degree Andrea Paglia have 
vocally targeted the proposed teachers’ contract. They believe, if 
accepted it could financially hurt the system and prove devastating 
to taxpayers who will be forced to pay proposed increases totaling 
18 percent over the next three years. As they peer into the future, 
they see only more confusion over state aid and further lack of 
funding in the years ahead 

The superintendent admits to being the eternal optimist. While 
realistic enough to be frustrated with the steady loss of programs 
and teachers in his system and the lack of dollars for such vital 
tools as textbooks and a more up to date curriculum, he also holds 
high hopes for an improved fiscal picture in the near future. 

In these divergent views the key to Monday's meeting. 

Both Dr. Callan and Mrs. Kane pleaded eloquently with 
selectmen not to accept the deferral plan for Wilmington, In the 
process, they attacked the superintendent's salary, a figure which 
was negotiated by their own committee, and argued that the quality 
of education will remain high despite further cuts in the next few 
ycars. The arguments were so eloquent, in fact, you almost forgot 
Mr. Fay's quict statement that he and local teachers were prepared 
to give up raises for the good of the town. You also forgot without 
dedicated teachers there would be no one-on- one relationship with 
students, something Mrs. Kane said makes for quality education. 

Mrs. Kane is right when she maintains classroom teachers are the 
backbone of a system. An inspiring educator can motivate young- 
sters and teach even without blackboards, paper and pencils, and 
yes, even textbooks. But, with a steady stream Of teachers being 
laid off locally, including some fine people who gave many years to 
Wilmington, one has to agree with the superintendent that quality 
education will be affected unless people make it a priority over all 
else. 

The most stunning attack came when Dr. Callan targeted the 
superintendent's current salary of $81,000. That figure will jump 
to $87,000 in January and reportedly to $96,453 by next year if the 
new contract gocs into effect. While we understand Dr. Callan was 
using Mr. Fay's salary as an example of increases under the new 
contract, one couldn't help but cringe at the extended public debate 
over an official's salary ad infinitum. If all the facts were told, the 
public would be made aware that the superintendent is covering 
two jobs, both his own and that of a ant superintendent, and 
oversccing a struggling system in the face of increasing loss of 
finances and personnel. The public would also be reminded this 
superintendent has gone far to bolster teacher morale and project a 
more honest, accessible image than any of his predecessors. While 
he's not perfect and yes, his salary is one of the highest in town if 
not the highest, Mr. Fay is not paid cnough to have to listen in 
public to such demeaning statements and innuendoes about his 
personal and financial situation. Selectmen Chairman Dan Ballou 
should have cut off all debate on the subject once Dr. Callan made 
her point. 

How much better it would be if individual committee members 
would take up personal matters and criticisms of the 
superintendent's performance in private with Mf. Fay before 
raising them in public. Who knows, some lesser issues may be 
ironed out in private, leaving room for top priority items like how 
well your child can read and dropout prevention for regular 
meetings. The school board and the superintendent are not 
adversaries. All involved want the same things: a quality teaching 
staff, proper preparation of students for the outside world, smaller 
elass sizes and vital programs and-curriculum which aid in the

Tewksbury Selectman Jay Kelley is crying foul on 
Shawsheen Tech budget practices and has joined forces with 
School Committeeman Rick O'Neil, an ardent Shawsheen 
detractor, in a movement to put Tech's spending practices 
under public scrutiny. O'Neil, for his part, has consistently 
berated the Tech as elitist, alleging that Shawsheen enjoys a 
superior budget to the other Tewksbury schools. 

Kelley launched his attack last week with what one 
selectman described as a "very vague" letter suggesting 
Shawsheen member towns re-examine their "relationship" 
with the vocational school district. Kelley was set off by a 
Tech newspaper advertisement for a new public relations 
officer. However, according to Shawsheen Tech board 
Chairman Ken Buffum the post will now be left vacant. 
Buffum's committee moved to vacate the post after the 
advertisement had already been reserved. Previously, it was 
a part-time job funded through a grant. 

Kelley's motion passed four to one, with Selectman Charles 
Coppola dissenting. 

Kelley's letter won't trigger any municipality rebellion, and 
some have suggested political undertones, remnants from a 
high school football controversy last year. 

Rick O'Neil is the president of the Tewksbury Redmen 
Association and started a firestorm when Redman Kevin 
Green, then a freshman QB and back-up for Dana Boudreau, 
transferred to Shawsheen. O'Neil regarded this as almost a 
political defection, encouraged by the Tech he alleged, and in 
the following months he became a consistent Tech critic. , 

Football politics aside, the basic controversy here is a 
self-contrived jealousy. Tewksbury politicos like Kelley and 
O'Neil see the Tech, an independent school district, as faring 
better than the municipalities, therefore an apropos target for 
the deflection of citizenry anger, festering amid local services 
cuts. 

But the Tech is hardly the symbol for largess, and any 
attempt at district rebellion is futile from the start. If the 
whole picture were to be considered voters would over- 
whelmingly reject any Shawsheen secession, opting instead 
for the school's second-lowest-in-the-state per pupil costs, for 
a vocational district. Of greater significance, Shawsheen is 
popular with voters, who can see aspiring carpenters, plum- 
bers, electricians, masons, et al participate in a plethora of 
pro-bono public service before com- mencing often successful 
careers. Ironically, just as Jay Kelley launched his attack last 
week Shawsheen students were completing an expansive 
project at the Tewksbury Town Hall, free of charge as usual. 

Granted, I'm even more biased than usual in this space, 
having served at Tech for six years. However, one hardly has 
to be a former insider to appreciate the school's academic and 
vocational distinctions, and to realize that the entire picture, 
with the glaring exception of untimely pay raises,shows a 
reasonably handsome state of affairs. { 

Chairman Buffum said his board will respond to Kelley's 
concerns by inviting district selectmen to join a task force for 
the purpose of addressing a newly constituted Tech school 
committee. A court decision has mandated that regional 
schools comply with the "one man one yote" standard. 
Shawsheen, with two members elected from each town, docs 
not comply and has five legal options at hand. Two of these 
are an appointed board and one with weighted votes. 

Buffum said the district will present a 
recommendation to town meeting voters in 1992. 

A good case for LIMITS 

It's perhaps with some irony that. Wilmington and 
Tewksbury's man in Congress finds himself embroiled in 
controversy as a prime example of the arrogance of political 
incumbency. After all, Edward J. Markey got his start in 
politics by planting the séeds of rebellion in the marble 
corridors of the Massachusetts House of Representatives. As 
the freshman legislator from Malden, Markey may have seen 
the light, or a pathway from political obscurity, when he 
challenged Speaker Thomas McGee over the issue of rules 
teform. The classic Markey move made page one as McGee 
ordered the rep's office vacated and his desk assigned to the 
end of a dark, basement corridor. 

The voters swallowed this one whole, and the media's 
portrayal hurled Markey into Congress where he became the 
leading spokesman for nuclear disarmament. It was great for 
the Seventh liberals but nerve-racking for people who got up 
in the morning and went to work, at places like Textron 
Systems Division. Fortunately, Markey's words fell upon 
sufficient number of deaf ears so that the policy of 
containment survived, soon to trigger the inevitable collapse 
of the Berlin Wall and the rotten regimes hiding from reality 
behind its dark and brittle concrete. 

Now there is but one wall left to crack, behind which 
Markey and his gang tremble as wrecking crews from more 
than 20 states launch their assault on incumbency via the 
ballot box, equipped with initiative petitions for term 
limitations. Their spirits are high as the public reacts to 
“rubbergate". 

Congressman Markey made the grade last week, right up 
there with the big boys bouncing checks free of charge, in the 
House's most recent episode of "Let them eat cake" politics. 
In a way, it shows how much the Representative has in 
common with the little folks back at home. Here, people 
bounce checks more than ever before. Unlike Ed, they pay a 
$20 fee on one end, a.stiff penalty on the other. Unlike Ed, 
who makes a cool $125,100 a year, the average Joe in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury is out of work or depositing. 
payroll checks which also bounce. 

Ahhh, if only Congressional Privilege covered us all! 

The electorate should hardly judge Markey on just one perk 
abuse. Instead, consider the entire vivid package, wrapped 
ever so tightly in incumbency, of congressional pay hikes, 
free House happy meals, the magic postage meter, free 
haircuts for all and a $600,000 Markey campaign account, the 
veritable Who's Who in PAC money. 

Term limitation petitions are coming to a shopping mall 
near you, 

Keep Congress and Ed Markey fresh in mind. 

As you grab a pen to sign, think carefully about the 
Department of Employment figures released last weck 
showing 2,343 men and women out of work in Tewksbury 
and Wilmington, the only ‘people out there with a-good excuse 
to bounce checks.

Perfect season for camping 


by Bill Conlon 

Ah, don't you just love the start of 
the camping season? 

Start? NOW? Surel! 

Summertime camping, in the heat 
and sweat of July, always feels like 
an African safari, from my humble 
Perspective, It's hot and sticky, and 
the biting bugs are Biblical in their 
ferocity. 

So why not go camping now? 

A good friend of the family, one 
David D. Davis Jr. (D-cubed for 
short) would rather go camping in 
winter than in summer. His hobby 
at the moment is hiking all of the 
4,000 foot or taller mountains in 
the New Hampshire airea, and he'll 
be in the loftier regions this week- 
end. And he's spending the night, at 
elevation, this Saturday. Bravo! 

The temperature is everybody's 
biggest gripe when camping after 
August is mentioned. It can get a bit 
cold -- make that damn cold -- this 
time of year, and colder still as the 
months get longer names. 

Maybe, but the temperature is an 
easy Opponent to beat. 

Daytime cold isn't that bad. Dress 
for the occasion and you're fine. In 
fact, the cold makes hiking up hills 
even more comfortable. 

One trick, however, is to dress in 
layers. While hiking, strip down to 
a T-shirt, (and pants, naturally) but 
keep a sweater and a coat handy to 
slip on during breaks. You will 
sweat when you work hard, and 
that sweat will make you terribly 
cold while you rest, Something that 
we called Eskimo Suicide as kids, 

According to legend, the Eskimos 
(awright, so call them Inuits) will 
never run, Running causes you to 
sweat, which will freeze when you 
stop, SO you have to keep running to 
stay warm. Sooner or later, the old 
energy account goes bankrupt, and 
here comes old Mr, Hypothermia to 
turn you into a memory. 


The truly memorable cold comes 
at night, when you're shivering in a 
sleeping bag and lying to yourself 
about how much fun this really is. 

For whatever it's worth, in Utah I 
once looked out of my tent to find 
three inches of snow on the ground, 
in August. Repeat -- August! We 
were in the High Uinta Primative 
Area, nearly 10,000 feet up, and we 
got snowed in August. 

To dodge the sleeping chills, lift 
your sleeping bag off the floor by 
any means available. A cot is prime 
but a good air mattress or a foam 
pad will do the trick. That layer of 
air between your buns and the floor 
of your tent makes a big difference. 
You can warm up the mattress or 
pad, but you can't up the part 
of North Americg/directly under 
your tailbone. Once you warm the 
air in the mattress, you can remain 
toasty in the nippiest of autumn 
zephyrs. 


Scratch that. A zephyr is wind, a 
big problem. Try to limit the cold 
breezes that your tent lets in, since 
only cold air is brought by a wind. 
The breeze blows away your warm 
air, bringing in fresh cold air to be 
warmed again. You can’t win with 
a breeze, At the very least, aim the 
tent so that the breeze blows against 
a wall, and not the door, 

As for supplemental heaters, be 
very careful with them. Kerosene 
or propane heaters work well, and 
they'll heat a hay barn to sweating 
temperature in short order, but be 
very careful with them in a tent, 

All heaters except electrics (try to 
find an extension cord that long) 
require oxygen to work. Without 
adequate ventilation, a heater will 
use up the oxygen inside the tent, 
and give off waste gasses. Death by 
carbon monoxide poisoning is very 
real with heaters inside tents. Keep 
the tent flap open while using a

oxygen, and moisture. 

Most books and articles descri- 
bing precise formula and ratios of 
ingredients are unnecessarily com- 
plicated. Let's keep this simple; 
you can make a pile of "stuff" and 
allow it to sit in a corner of the 
yard for a year or two. This 
passive approach will produce 
compost, but it takes a long time 
and a lot of yard space. Simply by 
chopping or shredding the mate- 
rials before they are dumped in a 
pile and then turning and mixing 
the mass several times a year you 
can speed up the decomposition 
and make more rich, dark 
compost. 

A simple compost halder might 
consist of four stout, five-foot 
poles, spaced four feet apart in a 
square. Surround the posts with 
wire fencing, which can be 
purchased in three and four foot 
widths at Sears or the hardware 
store. 

A properly made compost pile 
shouldn't smell. Never include any 
meat products, bones or grease, 
since these materials will cause 
odors and attract rodents and 
dogs. 

A good compost pile needs to 
have about 10 times as much 
carbon material (straw, leaves and 
other dried organic material) as 
nitrogen material (grass clippings, 
manure, freshly picked weeds, and 
kitchen garbage). If the pile 
begins to give off a noticeable 
offensive odor, add more carbon 
material. If the pile appears not to 
be heating up, add more nitro- 
genous material. You can check to 
see if your pile is heating up by 
inserting your hand into the pile

That's all there is to it. You 
might want to set up a simple bin» 
this fall and begin making your 
pile in the spring. 

There is no question that a, 
garden enriched with your own 
homemade compost will reward 
you with an abundance of healthy 
and more insect-disease-resistant, 
plants next year, and in years to 
follow.

housing clients of the Department 
of Mental Health will be closing 
down within the next year. 

The first of these will be 
Metropolitan State Hospital, 
scheduled for closure in February. 
That will be followed by Danvers 
State Hospital in July and North 
Hampton State Hospital after that. 

Under the plan, the clients will 
be moved into community hous- 


ing or to certified state facilities 
such as Tewksbury State Hospital. 

The move is a cost saving one 
because the certification allows 
the hospitalization to come under 
Medicaid which means that the 
costs will be split between the 
federal and state government. 

It is estimated that when 
Metropolitan State. closes, about 
30 patients will be waiting for 
beds and be placed in Danvers as 
a temporary measure.

King Philip’s War, the worst 
Indian war'in history, ended by 
the year 1676. To celebrate, New 
England colonists, on August 17th 
of that year, placed the head of 
Chief Metacomet, the man who 
started the war, on a pole outside 
the gates of Plymouth. The 
colonists left Chief Metacomet's 
head there for twenty-five years. 

There actually was a Mother 
Goose. She wrote her famous 
nursery rhymes for her grand- 
child. Her son-in-law, who hap- 
pened to be a printer, couldn’t 
stand the rhymes, so he decided. 
in 1719, to publish them in an 
attempt to embarrass his mother- 
in-law. His plan backfired; Mother 
Goose’s nursery rhymes became 
an instant best-seller. Incidentally, 
Mother Goose's rhymes were first 
published under the title “Songs 
for the Nursery; or, Mother 
Goose's Melodies for Children.”

Reading resident Ann Brigida 
was the first president of EMAMI. 

According to Wall and Trainor, 
the group was originally made up 
of family members who would 
gather for support, education and 
to pass along information. They 
soon became advocates trying to 
make the situation better for those 
people who suffer from mental ill- 
ness. 
According to Trainor, “Most 
mentally ill people, especially 
those in the hospitals, don’t have 
any family. The Alliance speaks 
for them.” 


Among the successes the 
Alliance has claimed is the better- 
ment of conditions at Danvers 
State Hospital. The institution had 
been cited as the most overcrowd- 
ed facility in the country. 

Trainor said that through the 
Alliances monitoring Danvers is 
cleaner and better care is provid- 
ed. However, it is still overcrowd- 
ed. 

The group also helps to edu- 
cate communities to the necessity 
of allowing group homes to be 
built. 

Among the towns where they 
have been successful is 
Wakefield, Reading, Stoneham 
and North Reading. 

Wall said, “There is going to be 
a need for more of this housing.” 
However, in the past the group 
has run into problems with siting 
the housing, 

Trainor said, “The residents of 
a community have a perception of 
mentally ill people being violent.” 
She noted, The number of people 
that act out are lower than those in 
the general population. “Mentally 
ill people are usually very pas- 
sive,” Trainor said, while blaming 
television for the stigma attached 
to the mentally ill. 

Wall noted one of the 
Wakefield facilities as a success 
story in housing the mentally ill 
clients. 

She recalled the neighborhood 
opposition to the facility just six 
years ago. According to Wall, at 
that time the place was only a 
rooming house. 

Today the neighbors have far 
fewer complaints now that many 
of the same people that were liv- 
ing in the building are still there 
but supervised. 

Several former drug and alco- 
hol abusers who were living in the 
location have now gotten proper 
treatment and counseling for their 
addictions. 

Trainor notes that the fight is 
still going on. The Alliance is in 
need of volunteers to sit on boards 
that will overlook neighborhood 
facilities.

Trainor and Wall noted that 
there is a large difference between 
mentally ill people and those that 
are mentally retarded. “People are 
not born’ mentally ill,” Trainor 
said, “It develops over the years.” 

She noted that mental illness is 
a medical distase usually affect- 
ing the brain. ‘The most common 
types are schizophrenia, bi-polar 
disorders, and a large category of 
depressions. 

According to Trainor, “Many 


modern medicines lessen the 
symptoms and make the illness 
more manageable.” She noted. that 
the illnesses are often cyclical and 
many people have just one attack 
without a relapse, 

The number of degrees of the 
illness adds to the public’s percep- 
tion problem, Trainor explained. 
She noted that many clients no 
longer need the large state facili- 
ties, as many community hospitals 
are now providing the needed 
psychiatric services,

—Responding to parents’ - and 
principal-supported - wishes, the 
Wakefield School Committee has 
voted to split a Doyle School third 
grade class of 29 students, even 
though hiring another teacher 
could cost $25,000 or more. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Stephen Maio had originally rec- 
ommended having volunteers help 
out in the classroom, transferring 
some of the students into other 
schools or hiring an aide. 

Teacher Barbara Richards felt 
that adding more people would 
only exacerbate the situation, 

The crowding came about 
when an additional five students 
registered for the class during the 
summer. At one point this year, 
according to the Wakefield edition 
of the “Daily Times Chronicle,” 
there was a $194,000 deficit in the 
Wakefield School budget.
